Earle has told the CBC he 
saw child pornography, but 
in an interview Molloy says 
Earle told him in the late 
1980s only that he saw 
pornography.

HRM launches survey to find ways to encourage sustainable travel

The Halifax Regional 
Municipality is using a 
new survey to find ways to 
encourage residents to use 
sustainable transportation 
— or to discourage them 
from driving their cars. 

David McCusker, manag¬ 
er of strategic transporta¬ 
tion planning with HRM, 
said the Sustainable Trans¬ 
portation Survey, launched 
by the municipality yester¬ 
day, is an attempt to gauge 
public opinion on different 
incentives to promote tak¬ 
ing the bus or riding a bicy¬ 
cle. 

“We’re ... intending to 
consider methods of en¬ 
couraging people away 
from car transportation to¬ 
wards other modes,” Mc¬ 
Cusker said. “It’s a ques¬ 
tion of how aggressive we 
get, whether we continue 
to encourage people to 
take other modes or we ac¬ 
tively discourage them 
from choosing to drive.” 

The survey asks com¬ 
muters 20 questions con¬ 
cerning their habits and 
modes of transportation — 
such as how often they use 


public transit, bike or 
walk, rather than drive 
personal vehicles. 

The survey also asks par¬ 
ticipants how they would 
like to see increased public 
transportation and infra¬ 


structure paid for, includ¬ 
ing increased bridge tolls 
and higher downtown 
parking fees. 

McCusker said he is 
hopeful people will be re¬ 
ceptive to increased tolls 


or fees if it means increas¬ 
ing sustainable transit op¬ 
tions in the city. 

“It’s hard to know what 
people are going to think, I 
don’t really have a good 
gauge of that... That’s part

of why we ask, I guess, be¬ 
cause we don’t know,” he 
said. 

The results of the survey 
will be taken into consider¬ 
ation for the development 
of the city’s Transportation 
Master Plan, as well as 
used to make recommen¬ 
dations to Halifax regional 
council as to how to pro¬ 
ceed with sustainable 
transportation in the mu¬ 
nicipality. 

“(The survey) is really 
just a way to gauge public 
interest ... and that infor¬ 
mation is provided to 
council as we bring deci¬ 
sions forward for them to 
approve,” McCusker said.

staff were expecting to get 
about a 2.9 per cent wage 
increase, but learned yes¬ 
terday they will only re¬ 
ceive one per cent this year 


and next through a new 
pay structure. 

The province is moving 
the employees over to a 
new classification plan 
from the current one, 


which the government 
says is over 25 years old 
and outdated. 

A “very small number” 
of employees will see an 
increase of more than one 
per cent. 

Deputy Premier Frank 
Corbett said in a release 
yesterday it was a neces¬ 
sary step to fight down the 
province’s $592-million 
deficit. 

“We wish we could do 
more,” Corbett said. “We 


have to make tough choic¬ 
es now or we’ll have no 
choices left at all.” 

The move comes as talks 
with the Nova Scotia 
Teachers Union broke 
down and a strike by Nova 
Scotia Community College 
faculty and professional 
support staff appears im¬ 
minent. 

The province has dozens 
of other labour contracts 
up for negotiation by the 
end of the fiscal year.

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School mental 
health program 
unveiled 

Early care helps young: Doctor 


A new mental health 
curriculum for school 
children starting in early 
elementary was unveiled 
yesterday. 

It’s part of a growing 
trend of increased attention 
to mental health issues in 
the hopes of fixing prob¬ 
lems early in life. 

“When young people re¬ 
ceive the care that they 
need very early on they do 
quite well,” said IWK Health 
Centre mental health ex¬ 
pert Dr. Stanley Kutcher. 

The school program 
varies by age group but dis¬ 
cusses issues from autism 
and ADHD to bullying and 
anxiety. 

For younger children 
much of the focus is dis¬ 
cussing mental health and 
their own feelings, and 
teaching them what’s 
healthy and when warning 
signs come up. 

“In daily life they face sit¬ 
uations that maybe the aver¬ 
age kid faces and maybe 
they don’t. But this way they 
have tools,” said Portland Es¬ 
tates Elementary School

Chair not given term extension for Afghan investigation 


Defence Minister Peter

MacKay also turned 
aside calls to grant Peter 
Tinsley a special exten¬ 
sion to his term. 

The Tory government 
notified Tinsley last 
month his position will 
not be renewed when it 
expires on Dec. 11 — a de¬ 
cision that’s prompted 
concern the investigation 
into alleged torture of

told MacKay in July 
he was interested in 
staying on, saying 
“important” tasks 
and issues had yet 
to be resolved. 

But MacKay told 
the House of Com¬ 
mons yesterday 
that other commis- Peter 
sioners will be able MacKay 
to continue Tins¬ 
ley’s probe and that a 
search for a new chair is 
underway. 

A spokeswoman for the 
commission, which will 



resume public hearings 
tomorrow, said it’s un¬ 
likely the agency will be 
able to issue a final report 
into what Canadian 
military police 
knew about the al¬ 
legations before the 
chair leaves. 

MacKay dismissed 
protests from the 
Liberals and New 
Democrats, who 
claim the Conserva¬ 
tives are deliberate¬ 
ly trying to sabo¬ 
tage the investigation. 

“The decision not to re¬ 
appoint Mr. Tinsley is 
clearly politically motivat¬ 
ed and (it) undermines

say they don’t know why a 
man scaled one of two 
fences around the Siberian 
tiger exhibit where he was 
attacked by one of the big 
cats and badly injured. 

Zoo spokesman Grahame 
Newton says the incident, 
which happened in the 
dead of night, has left staff 
wondering what the man 
was thinking. 

“It wouldn’t be some¬ 
thing I would try,” Newton 
told reporters at a news 
conference yesterday. 

“I don’t think any reason¬ 
able person would want to 
get that close to a potential¬ 
ly dangerous carnivore.

They are behind those en¬ 
closures for good reason 
and most definitely I would 
have to wonder what was 
going through a person’s 
mind to do something like 
that.” 

Newton said two men, 
both 27, broke into the zoo 
at around 1 a.m. by scaling 
the 21/2-metre-high main 
fence that is topped with 
barbed wire. They then 
went to the tiger exhibit. 


Newton said one man 
climbed the outer safety 
fence around the enclosure. 
The tiger, a two-year-old 
male named Vitali, hooked 
the man with a claw and 
pulled the man’s arm 
through the inner fence. 

The second man called a 
security person he knew 
for help. His arm was also 
injured, but he initially re¬ 
fused treatment.

Hopes of economic 
recovery start to dim 


business Is the optimism 
about the economic recov¬ 
ery already waning? 

Stunningly poor eco¬ 
nomic results in the past 
week — and lack of 
progress over the weekend 
at the G7 finance ministers 
meeting — have cast a 
shadow over the long-term 
sustainability of the eco¬ 
nomic recovery and even 
whether the next few 
months will be as rosy as 
hoped. 

Talk of a strong V- 
bounce this year with 
growth rates of four, five 
and even six per cent has 
gone silent since Canada 
reported last week that the 
economy stalled in July 
and the U.S. reported los¬ 


ing an outsized 263,000 
jobs in September. 

Finance Minister Jim Fla¬ 
herty predicts that unem¬ 
ployment in Canada is like¬ 
ly to remain high until into 
next year and the G7 sum¬ 
mit communique warned, 
yet again, that labour mar¬ 
kets remain troubled and 
the recovery “fragile.” 

Policy-makers have been 
more cautious than many 
private sector economists 
for months, but there now 
is a growing sense there 
were sound reasons be¬ 
yond politics for their re¬ 
straint.

Court rejects 
diocese request 

CONNECTICUT The U.S. 
Supreme Court refused yes¬ 
terday to block the release 
of documents generated by 
lawsuits against priests in 
the state of Connecticut for 
alleged sexual abuse. The 
justices turned down a 
request by the Roman 
Catholic diocese in Bridge¬ 
port. Several newspapers 
are seeking the release of 
more than 12,000 pages 
from 23 lawsuits against six 
priests. The records have 
been under seal since the 
diocese settled the cases in 
2001. Courts in Connecticut 
have ruled that the papers 
should be made public. 

The decision ends a legal 
battle that dragged on for 
years and could shed light 
on how retired New York 
Cardinal Edward Egan han¬ 
dled the allegations when 
he was Bridgeport bishop. 
It’s unclear when the docu¬ 
ments will be released.

Kotb noted a medical pro¬ 
cedure that reattaches a 
broken hymen is illegal in 
Egypt. But many women 
still secretly seek it in fear

Look to IT sector for 
future jobs: Survey 

Industry could create 84,000 Canadian jobs in four years 


The future for highly 
skilled job growth in Cana¬ 
da is in the information 
technology sector, accord¬ 
ing to a new survey, 
though experts doubt the 
permanence of such jobs. 

The country’s IT industry 
could grow by as much as 
84,000 jobs and around 
1,000 new businesses over 
the next four years to 
2013, says a survey- 
commissioned by Mi¬ 
crosoft Corp. and conduct¬ 
ed by global research firm 
IDC. 

“Sometimes people 
think IT is something that 
reduces jobs,” said Mi¬ 
crosoft Canada Co. presi¬ 
dent Eric Gales. 

“But in absolute terms it 
actually is a net generator 
of both jobs as well as new 
companies.” 
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The survey, which ana¬ 
lyzed the IT sector in 52 
countries — including 
Canada, the U.S., U.K., 
Turkey, China and Greece 
— predicted global growth 
in the industry to be 
around 5.8 million new 
jobs. 

There would also be an 
estimated 75,000 new busi¬ 
nesses globally, the survey 
said. 

However, David Living¬ 
stone, a professor who 


heads the Centre for the 
Study of Education and 
Work at the University of 
Toronto, warned the IT sec¬ 
tor is not a definite fix for 
recessionary job loss and 
the dramatic, historic re¬ 
structuring of North Amer¬ 
ican work. 

“Large numbers of these 
(IT) jobs are very contin¬ 
gent, very temporary, very 
precarious jobs,” he said. 
“It’s a very volatile sector, 
it’s not like its going to be 
necessarily providing sta¬ 
ble jobs like the blue collar 
jobs of the past.” 

Although Livingstone 
does not dispute the sur¬ 
vey’s projections, he said 
the numbers need to be 
seen in context of job 
growth and elimination in 
other sectors.

Not so fast. 

Typically 
minimum 
payments 
are be¬ 


tween 1.5 and 2.5 per cent 
of your balance. Say you 
owe $5,000 on a credit card 
with a 19.5 per cent in¬ 
terest rate. The 
minimum pay¬ 
ment at two per 
cent is $100. If 
you keep pay¬ 
ing the mini¬ 
mum, after 25 
years you will 
still owe 
$1,600 and will 
have forked 
over a stagger¬ 
ing $14,673 in 
interest — 
nearly triple 
the amount 
you borrowed 
in the first place. 

Take a look at the 
monthly math. Of the first 
$100, $81.25 goes to inter¬ 
est while only $18.75 is ap¬ 
plied to your principal. So 
you still owe $4981.25 af¬ 
ter one payment.

period. How many people 
are able to put away their 
credit card for 25 years? 

There is some 
hope here. Dou¬ 
ble the month¬ 
ly payment in

I to $200 and 
it will only 
take you 33 
months to 
pay off the 
$5,000 with 
an interest 
cost of 
$1468. Much 
better. 

The extra 
$100 has 
such a huge 
impact on the payout be¬ 
cause it is applied directly 
to the balance. Of the 
$200, $81.25 goes to inter¬ 
est, with $118.75 applied 
to the balance. 

Ratchet up your monthly 
payments to $300 and you 
cut the payout period to 20 
months with the interest 
only $878. 

The moral of the story; 
never pay only the mini¬ 
mum on your balance and 
upping the payment by 
even a small amount 
monthly will go a long way 
to getting the debt gone.

be confusing for a novice. 
The same GST rules do not 
apply for investors. On 
closing, the purchase price 
must be re-calculated and 
the buyer usually pays ad¬ 
ditional GST. Prepare to 
pay a few thousand dollars 
extra on closing. 

The investor has to do 
some tax follow up: 

• The investor has two 
years after closing to apply 
for the GST rental rebate 
or lose it. 

• Claim GST transitional 
rebate, if applicable. 

• Report capital gain for 
the year property was sold. 
Fifty per cent is taxable. 

• Check for capital losses 
in prior years. 

• Report rental income 
when filing tax returns. 

Make sure you speak to a 
qualified expert who deals 
regularly with these trans¬ 
actions.

Letterman apologizes to wife, 
staff for behaving 'horribly' 


apology David Letterman 
apologized to his wife on 
Monday’s Late Show, say¬ 
ing she had been “horribly 
hurt by my behaviour.” 

The late-night host 
vowed to repair his rela¬ 
tionship with his wife, 
Regina Laslco. 

“Let me tell you folks, I 
got my work cut out for 
me,” said Letterman, ac¬ 
cording to an early tran¬ 
script of the program re¬ 
leased by CBS. 

Monday’s show was the 
first Letterman taped 
since Thursday, when he 
disclosed that he had had 
sexual relationships with 
women who worked for 
him, and that he had been 
the victim of an alleged $2 
million US blackmail 
threat. 

Letterman also apolo¬ 
gized to his staff for the 
situation. 

“Inadvertently, I just 


wasn’t thinking ahead,” 
Letterman said. “My 
thanks to the staff for, 
once again, putting up 
with something stupid 
I've gotten myself in¬ 
volved in.” 

Audience members who 
attended the taping Mon¬ 
day at the Ed Sullivan The¬ 
ater said Letterman spoke 
frequently throughout the 
program about the events.

It’s the factual story of 
two Toronto-based men 
and the commitment to 
their band — heavy metal 
outfit Anvil. Initially gar¬ 
nering success in the early- 
’80s and becoming a 
household name, over the 
years, a series of career 
missteps saw guitarist/vo¬ 
calist Steve “Lips” Kudlow 
and drummer Robb Reiner 
slip from heroes to forgot¬ 
ten soldiers. Still, they re¬ 
fused to stop, releasing al¬ 
bum after album and gig¬ 
ging constantly thanks to a 
pact they made as teenage 
boys: Never give up. 

Surprisingly, that men¬ 
tality has done them a 
great service after decades 
of nothing. One Anvil fan 
by the name of Sacha Ger- 
vasi grew up and became a 
Hollywood mogul, siring 
Ginger Spice’s child and 
co-writing The Terminal 
with Tom Hanks. On a 
whim, he looked up his old 
buddies. 

The end result was a fea¬ 
ture film, Anvil! The Story 
Of Anvil, which has creat¬ 
ed a whirlwind of praise, 
publicity and promotion, 
making Kudlow, Reiner 
and bassist Glenn Five a 
powerful force once again. 
In essence, Anvil is back. 
Kudlow, 52, reels at having

“overkill” and “must 
have” in the same breath? 

It is if you’re talking 
about The Wizard of Oz, 
the immortal film classic 
that continues to shine 
brighter than the yellow 
brick road — especially in 
the Blu-ray version, one of 
several options available 
for Oz fans. 

Is it necessary to have 
the hours of supplemen¬ 
tary material, including 
two early silent Oz films, 
repros of archival book¬ 
lets and press materials 
and historical back¬ 
grounders?

Pepper-crusted 
Pork Tenderloin 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 pork tenderloins (3/4 
lb/375 g each) 

3 tbsp (45 ml) Dijon mus¬ 
tard 

1 tbsp (15 ml) 1 % 
buttermilk 

2 tsp (10 ml) minced fresh 
thyme 

1 to 2 tsp (10 ml) coarsely 

ground pepper 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) salt 

2/3 cup (150 ml) soft bread 

crumbs 

METHOD: 

1. Place tenderloins side 
by side and tie together 
with kitchen string. In 
small bowl, combine mus¬ 


tard, buttermilk, thyme, 
pepper and salt; spread 
over surface of meat. Press 
crumbs onto meat. 

2. Place on rack in shallow 
roasting pan. Cover and 
bake at 425 F (220 C) 15 
minutes. Uncover; bake 
35-40 minutes longer or 
until meat thermometer 
reads 160 F (71 C). Let 
stand 10 minutes. Remove 
string before slicing.
